JSleaal JDrnln on the Treasury. 


It U well Known that Secretary Boutwell 


divided the territory "of the United States into four- 
teen districts, and appointed a special Treasury 
agent to each, with numerous assistants. The eala- 
'Tlca of the agents are $3,000 per annum each, whilo 
tne assistants receive $8 per dsy and ten cents per 
mile for travelling expenses. Tne agent at New 
Torfc is said to have engaged an office ac a yearly 
rental of $s,ooo. The total yearly expense of tnis 
branch, or the service may be fairly estimated at 
$381,000. Unfortunately, there is no legal warrant 
for this expenditure. There is no such officer as a 
special Treasury agent recognized by the revenue 
lawg. The only authority relied upon to justify these 
appointments is contained In section nine of the act 
of July 31,1789, whicn reads as follows:— 


And be it further enacted, That the collectors, 


?r?J«f 2ffcer? ajfd surveyors to be appointed by vir- 
tue of this act shall respectively keep fair and true 
accounts of all tbelr transactions relative to their 
duty as officers of tbe customs, in such man- 
ner and 
form 
as may be directed by the 
proper 
department 
or 
officer 
appointed 
by 
law to superintend the revenue of the United 
states, ana snail at all times submit their ttooKS, 
palters and, accounts to ate Inspection of eucn per- 
sons as may be appointed for that purpose; and the 
collectors of tae different ports snail at all times par 
to the order of the officer who shall De authorized to 
direct the same, the whole of the moneys whicn they 
may respectively receive by virtue of this act (sneh 
moneys as they are otherwise by this act directed 
to pay only excepted), and that also once in every 
three months, or oftener if they shall be required, 
transmit their accounts for settlement to the depart- 
ment or officer before-mentioned. 


It will be seen that the above section provides 


only for tue appointment of persons to examine the 
books and papers of collectors, aaval officers and 
surveyors, not to aetect ftauds on the revenue, make 
seizures of goods and investigate revenue cases, 
duties usurped by the special agents, but confined

exclusively. 
These are Hard facts, but it must 


be interesting to tne many genial and cjever fellows

retary of tha Franklin Institute, before that body, at 
the Academy of Music, in Philadelphia. Another 
lecture, by the same gentleman, and under the 
game conditions of place and circumstance, but on 
the subject of "Vision," was delivered last evening, 
aad, lite tne former one, was illustrated with ex- 
periments of unusual interest and loipressiveness. 


Professor Morton, though, a young man, already 


tolas a high pla~CS ainc-rilf our men of science on ac- 
count of several suecesstul and ingenious investiga- 
tions which he has carried out, and la moreover one 
of our most successful lecturers, combining a thor- 
ough Knowledge of his subject with a napny facility 
of conveying Information to his hearers and a 
marked Ingenuity in the arrangement and execution 
of experiments which at once illustrate his ex- 
planations and secures the interest of Bis hearers. 


At a few minutes after eight o'clock, the house 


being densely crowded as on former occasions, the 
curtain rose and the Professor stepped forward 
and began his lecture with an easy - and grace- 
lul delivery, speaking without notes and also 
without mannerism. He explained the structure of 
the human eye, or organ of vision, in its twofold 
character of an optical instrument, collecting and 
arranging light rays Hue an ordinary glass lens, and 
of a sensitive nerve screen, receiving and appreciat- 
ing in many various ways the rays falling upon it. 
To illustrate the inversion of the imago caused by 
the ordnary lens, a little aquarium was placed be- 
hind a IP.IS £~:d illuminated by a powerful liine light 
so ttia'j-iT-it image of the aquarium aud its ln- 
inates^ie--" ti-ojecteu OH the screen which covered 
the front of the stage for a space forty feet square.

lar. We, for onr part, shall never fori-ret tho at once 
astonishing and ludicrous effects produced, nor tho 
principles which they Illustrate.

The puoiic uebt statement haa been delayed until 


to-morrow, owing to the fact that all the accounts 
are not yet properly prepared. The opinion pre- 
vails at the Treasury Department that the statement 
will show »large reduction, thougn it Is not posi- 
tively certain tho decrease will Be ten millions. 
The decrease la six per 
cent coin 
bonds 


Is about four millions through treasury pur- 
chases. The increase ia six per cent currency 
bonds is one and a half millions issued to the 
Central Paciflo Railroad. Company. The currency 
balance is sixteen and one-half millions, an in- 
crease of over eight and a naif millions in the last 
month. The gold balance, net, over gold notes, is 
irom 32venty-flve to seventy-eight millions. The 
treasury receipts ia currency ror the month have 
been about twenty millions from internal revenue 
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duly prbninleated for ft public rale of lands em- 
braclotr about 2,600,000 acres, to take place at Den- 
ver city, Colorado; commencing on the 18th or Sep- 
tember next. 


Illegal Drain on the Treasury. 


It is well known that Secretary Boatwell has 


divided tne territory -ol the United States Into four- 
teen districts, and appointed a special Troasnry 
agent to each, with numerous assistants. The saia- 
•Tics of the agents are is,000 per annum eacn, while 
tiie assistants receive $8 per day and ten cents per 
mile ror travelling expenses. The agent at New 
York is said to have engaged an office at a yearly 
rental oir $8,000. The total yearly expense of this 
branch or the service may be fairly estimated at 
$331,000. Unfortunately, there la no legal warrant 
for this expenditure. There Is no such officer as a 
special Treasury agent recognized by the revenue 
laws. The only authority relied upon to justify these 
appointments Is contained In section nine of the act 
of July 31,1789, which reads as follows:— 
r,oAn? 5? " '""her enacted, That the collectors, 
SfJH Sf?cers aaa surveyors to be appointed by vir- 
tue of this act shall respectively keep rair and true 
accounts of all their transactions relative to their 
duty as officers of the customs, in such man- 
ner and

ough. Knowledge of his subject with a bapny facility 
of conveying information to his hearers and a 
marked Ingenuity in the arrangement and execution 
of experiments which at once illustrate his ex- 
planations and secures the interest of his hearers.

Blecal Drain on the Treasury. 


It is well Known that Secretary Boutwell lias 


divided the territory 'ot theirniwd States into four 
teen districts, and appointed a special Treasury 
agent to each, with numerous assistants. Tlia gala 


• rles of the agents are $8,000 per annum each, wnil< 
the assistants receive $s per day and ten cents pel 
mite for travelling expenses. The agent at New 
Yorfc is said to have engaged an office at a yearly 
rental of «3,ooo. The total yearly expense of this 
brancn ot the service may be fairly estimated at 
$381,000. Unfortunately, there is no legal warrant 
for this expenditure. There is ao such officer as! 
special Treasury agent recognized by the revenii' 
laws. The only authority relied upon to Justify these 
appointments la contained in section nine of ttie acl 
of July 31,1789, walcn reads as follows:— 
no't?? £? " fnita<sr enacted, That the collectors, 
S?J5s £!?cer? aSa surveyors to be appointed by vir- 
tue of tails act shall respectively keep fair and true 
accounts of all their transactions relative to their 
duty as officers of the customs.

Tie ESBiLB published last year, about this time, 


a report, which, was quoted in many of our own and 
several BEgliah journals, of a lecture on "Sunlight," 
delivered by Professor Henry Morton, Resident Sec- 
retary of the Franklin. Institute, before taatbody, at 
the Academy of Music, ia Philadelphia. Another 
lecture, by tlie same gentleman, and under the 
same conditions of place and circumstance, but on 
the subject or "Vision," was delivered last evening, 
and, lite the former one, was illuscrated with er- 
perlraents of unusual interest and itnpresslvenesg. 


Professor Korton, thongli a young man, already 


iioliis a iiigh plac^e amirif our men of science on ac- 
count ef several snccesstul and ingenious investiga- 
tions whicli he has carried out, and is moreover 6he 
of ora: most successful lecturers, combining a thor- 
ough. knowledge of his subject with a capoy facility 
of conveying information to Ms hearers and a 
marked ingenuity in the arrangement and execution 
of experiments which at once illustrate his ex- 
planations ana secures tna interest of his hearers. 


At a few minutes after elgut o'clock, tue house 


being densely crowded as on former occasions, the 
curtain rose aud tho Professor stepped forward 
and began Sis lecture with an easy • and grace- 
lul delivery, speatring witnout notes and aiso 
without mannerism. He explained the structure of 
the human eye, or organ of vision, m its twofold 
character of an osticai instrument, collecting and 
arranging light rays luce au ordinary glass lens, and 
of a sensitive nerve scieen, receiving anrt appreciat- 
ing in many various ways the rays falling upon it. 
To illustrate the inversion of the image caused by 
the ordinary lens, a little aquarium was placed be- 
Slnu a ir-.is a-sd illuminated by a powerful lime light 
so tha'.a v>t image of the atiuarram and Itslc- 
jnatectfwc.- ilrojecteU ou ttie screen which covered 
the rroat or the stage for a space forty feet square. 
ocean with whales, sea serpents ami erocoait03 
from 
thirty 
to fifty feet in length, swim- 
ming about on tfceir backs, while me surface 
of tue water, cloarlv dettned, was below, and 
a fresh quantity poured la was seen to stream up- 
wards from beneath. The vast apparent magnitude 
or these creatures, and their strange motions, ren- 
dered the scene remarkable and amusing ia the ex- 
treme, as was tescltica by the repeated applause or 
the audience, who Insisted upon having the aqua- 
rium returned to the lantern after it, had been re- 
moved by the assistants. 
Tlie reason that this inversion did not afl'oct our 
sense of vij-ion was then explained, on the ground 
th .t tne nerves of the relm.i took cocmzancc of the 
direction ol the impinging rays, aua trial this body 
was 111 fact the seat of vision, tne standpoint from 
ivnich the observation was maiie, and not a mere 
screen on wlu«li a:i imaae was projected and then 
stiirtJeil bj other moans 
The sensitiveness of the eje to faint Impressions 
of light was then discussed, and In connection with 
this biiOJuut was explained ,tko method of LocKyer 
anil Jaussen, by which tlie solar clouds or flames 
heretofore seen during a total eclipse only couhl 
now be viewed at all times. This part of the sub- 
ject was Illustrated by drawings aud photographs of 
total ecilpses, taken In 1800 by De la Kue and last 
year by Dr. Vogel, projected ou I he screen. The lan- 
tern ia now fre-iuentl/ used for Much purposes; but. 
we have never seen pictures projected of siuh va*t 
size and with such great brightness as were those 
used Ihiuujruout this lecture. 
Tbe method by vvlucli tue eye judges as to the rtls- 
tnnco of objects was then explained, ami the very 
limited r.mse of Its capacity iu tills rc-.pect ^v•.is Il- 
lustrated by the phantasmagoria, in wtucli linages 
always In the same place are -made to apjiioacli un,l 
recede by A mere cli.inge in magnitude. Ttiis ar- 
rangement has been exhibited before, but never, we 
imagine, on yo rcraud a Huale or with, auoh remark- 
able suceerf". The entire space of the atnge seemed 
to be occupied by a vast innuel, from the lar deptlis 
ot wlilcli a locomotive advanced iwth steady lush, 
towcrmg up to gigantic size, until, when some t'.veu 
t3-!Ive icet high and about; to pinnae into the 
orchc&tia, a lyhistle bounded uud luuriel, locoinotivo 
ana all melted away into an ocean ui-octa of the sea 
nymphs.

One ol the happiest luldvt as tlio hatching of eijgs 
by gunpowder, and the vast and rapid growth of the 
extraordinary fowls produced. Ihe lecturer asueil 
the indulgence of his audience for any compromise 
of sclentliic solemnity and formal precedent which 
this illustration might involve, und we fuel suie that 
none present but might congratulate themselves on 
his veutui Ing from tne beaten p.tth in this particu- 
lar. We, for our part, shall never forfet tho at once 
astonishing anil ludicrous elTecta produced, nor the 
principles which they illustrate. The immense size 
oi the stage iu tills building oti'eied forsu^n arrange- 
ments unparalleled advantages. 
Tlie subject of persistence of \ i.-uon •n-as then illus- 
trated, first, by large discs blx feet In diameter, with 
devices of balls, rings, Au., painted upon tuern, aud 
lotatcd, -while they were illuminated by rapidly recur- 
ring noshes of light.

Of this number six 
were all that came to the post, these being Join 
Murpny'a bay mare Lady Sayres, by a son of Ham- 
bletonian, dam by American Star; Alexander Patter- 
son's brown gtaliion Manhattan, by Ztombletofflan, 
dam by Hector, a descendant of Bellfounder; Dr. 
Ogle's sorrel gelding Pet, by American Star; Dan 
Mace's bay mare Lydia Thompson, Mr. Eoden'a 
blacfc gelding Eight Bella and Mr. Cnambek' bay 
gelding Tv/ist. Lady Sayrss won tha race in thre* 
stralBht heats. The second trot was for horses that 
had never beaten 2:24 to harness, the purse being 
Ssoo aud the race mile heats, best three in 
five, 
in harness. There were eleven entries, 


but when the bell rang for them to appear 
only four of that number came to tne pose. These 
were Andrew Johnson's brora stallion George M. 
PateS*n, Jr.; Mr. Goodwin's bay gelding Sir John; 
Mr. Bail's olacS: stallion iota Norton, and Mr. 
Canary's bay gelding, without name.

Patchen, Jr., won tiie race very easily In three 
straight heats. The time In both races was good 
particularly so when it is considered that the entries 
In the first race were for three minute horses, bnt 
who trotted yesterday in 2:S5, 2:35Ji and 2:38. The 
second trot being for horses teat never beat 2:34, 
was supposed to bring together a superior class, buc 
the time made by them was very little better than 
that aho wn by the threa minute torses.

Illegal Drain on the Treasury. 


It is well Known that Secretary Bontwell 


divided the territory~ol the United States into four- 
teen districts, and appointed a special Treasury 
agent to each, with numerous assistants. The sala- 


• ties of the agents are $3,000 pev annum each, while 
the assistants receive $8 per day and ten cents per 
mile for travelling expenses. The agent at New 
York is said to have engaged an office at a yearly 
rental of $3,000. The total yearly expense of this 
branch, of the service may be fairly estimated ae 
$331,000. Unfortunately, there is no legal warrant 
for this expenditure. There is no such officer as a 
special Treasury ggent recognized by the revenue 
laws. The only authority relied upon to justify these 
appointments is contained in section nine of the act 
of July si, 1789, which reads as follows:—

?n»^f«,'?cer? aa<\?nmyors to be appointed by vir^ 
SSn * V?111111 respectively keep .fair and true 
accounts of all their transactions relative to their

direct the same, the whole or the moneys which ther 
may respectively receive by virtue of this act (such 
moneys as they are otherwise by this act directed 
to pay only excepied), and that also once in every 
three months, or oftener if they shall be required 
transmit their accounts for settlement to tnedemuS 
ment or officer before mentioned.

indeed. Then the time-honored salute or fifteen 
guns was flred, and the Board, arm in ten with cer- 
tain of the academic stair, proceeded to examine 
the apparatus of the various departments of the 
Academy, and then settled Itself composedly to 
await the review of the cadet corps, which took 
place about one o'clock. 


THE REVIEW

planations and secures the interest of his hearers.

Afternoon Sowsion. 


The Assembly opened at half-past two K M. with 
prayer. The iirat order of the day was ao much of 
the report of tue Committee on Theological Semina- 
ries as refers to the seminary at Danvdle, Ky. itev. Dr. 
West, who hod tendered has resignation, as one of the 
professors of ttie Reaiiiiary on account of tue inade- 
quacy of the salary, was allowed tho floof lo £6pcalc 
before the report ol the committee be put to a vote. 
iLe ?everend gentleman cnme forward and ad- 
dreseod the ASKfimbly. lie stated that circumstances 
have intervened which nave iairly and sattsfactorily 
settled acme or the matters of. dununlty of which 
he believed himself in tho right to complain, 
aim hence he will 
not 
say 
anything about 
that. The committee, however, 
have loft the 
dimcuUy in the Board of Directors as they found Ic. 
Ana if tno Assembly aak him to return amid the 
samo state of things as before, except an increase 
of salary, the faculty should not be held responsible 
for the lack of prosperity of the Institution. He 
would return and remain for the summer, await 
what the result of the committee's labors would be 
at PittsDurg, and if tfiat should be unsatisfactory he 
will have to pull up stages and leave. But he 
wished the Assembly to tase Intu consideration the 
very serious dilflculifcs existing. One chair Is prac- 
tically vacant, and tvvo more aro soon, to be 
vacated. This ought to be logked into, aa the 
iutercHtfi 01 the whole church lu the Southwest cen- 
tres m that seminary. There is a design expressed 
la the Soutucrn. chnrcb. to drive the Northern men 
back ucrosa the Ohio. He felt the responsibility and 
hoped iimthia eechifilastical superiors would act in 
the matter for the ba.n, 


Key. STEPHKX YKUKKS, of Keatunky, said that if 
the DanTliIc Semmary he not adequately supported 
and properly tananuged, they might as well give up 
tlio whole of the Southern territory aa a fleld for tuo 
work of the Church. lie paid, a iifgh eulogy to Dr. 


KCV. ur. West and Kov. l)r. Ycrkesl)t) elected mem- 
bers or the Board ol Directors of that seminary, and 
believed it but proper to Have Kev. Dr. R., jt JjreoK- 
inrldgro removed from tlie directorship. But as it 
would hardly be Booming to remove a director, it is, 
in hla opinion, but proper that the two other profca- 
aora be also elevated to the place of directors* 
Kev. Mr. BEERS moved to suspend the rulea in 
order to receive the nominations just made. 


Kev. Dr. Y BRICKS wished that if he aad Dr. Wast 
were elected directors their term of office be flseU 
at one year. 


The ruled were suspended. 
Senator DRAKE tmjuirea whether those nomina- 
tions require ihe displacement of other nominations 
heretofore made, to winch the Moderator replied 
in the negative. 


Rev. Dr. MUSGUAVB took np the suffgesUon of Dr. 
YerKcs, wuich TKia sought to be modified by Senator 
Drake, that it De entered upon the minutes that the 
two professors be elected to on vacancies m the 
c'a«3ofl870. After nomo further suggestion Jtwaa 
nrrftngvd that the name of ftev. Dr. YorKca be nomi- 
nated for director of tne ciww of ISTO &n*l Rev l>r 
AVest for the class of mi, with the distinct under- 
standing th*t the latter Is to resign in 1870.

Mr. McK^ncJHT proceeded to explain that no 
justice could be had In. the State courts, who claim 
that the ecclesiastical courts of the Church are sub- 
ject to revision and reversal In the civil conrts. The 
dominant party in Kentacky only asks for the poli- 
tics of tne parties in court \Vith this vJetr, the 
state courts iiave decided that the Soutaern Church 
is the true successor of the- old Bresbyterian Church; 
hence tnjs General Assembly should; protect its own 
rights and do somethina for the suffering churches 
in that State, who are being plundered of their 
nouses of "worship. 
Kev. Dr. HOOQERS, o? New Jersey, moved to ap- 
propriate tnree thousand dollars of the most availa- 
ble funds of the Church, in the Hands of the trustees 
to aid tae Synod ol Kentucky to flgu.t this matter in 
court. 
. 


Kev. 
Dr. UtTSGRATB believed the question of 
religious liberty involved, because if civil courts 
can overlde the decision of ecclesiastical courts in 
matters purely ecclesiastical, religious liberty is 
zone. The amount asfced wag a small matter and 
wa3 probably not enough, but from waftt taaO, is 
it to bs tafcjsn ? Tne moneys are contributed for a 
specific purpose and cannot be diverted. The trus- 
tee have no general fund of contingences. But the 
Board of Publication are making money by printing 
boots and some of the profits of the concern could 
be aoTjiigd to this purpose. If tee resolution of Dr. 
Eodgers pass, there is doubt -whether any money 
could, be gob at; but from the Board of publication it 
-would at once-be forthcoming. 
Senator BSAKE stated that tlie sum named ts not 
Sufficient to contest the case in the United States 
Supreme Court. This was an important matter, and 
the first Ume that it iras attempted to subject reli- 
gious bodies to the civil courts on religions matters. 
Hence the Assembly must prove itself to be In 
earnest-about H and" the attempt should be crnshed 
under foot. He moved ro amend by inserting fi»e 
thousand instead of three thousand dollars. 
.Tndsce UYEKSON supported the amendments. They 
wanted the best legal talent they could secure, and 
he hoped also t.nat it will be drawn froin the Board 
ot Publication. 
iiev. Dr. SCHENCK, Secretary of fcaat Board, said 
that lie believed they -vrouia do » moral wrong by 
drovrin** that money from, the Board, although the 
Assembly had a legal right The donors contributed 
the money tor a certain sacrea, specified purpose. 
Senator DRAKE—How mtich. was contributed m.

asenator DBASE—What is the capital of the Board 


a°Dr SCUESCS—I win answer that also. It is not, 
as stated by Dr. Mosgrave, half a million hut 
nearer a o-aarteT of a mlUioadollars. (Seuajgioii) The 
reverend doctor coninuued to appeal tojw* Assem- 
Pubucafcion, trie available means of which are only 
about fourteen thousand dollars, every dollar of 
wluch la necessary to defray the current expenses. 


Kev. Dr. Musar.iTB again defended his proposi- 
tion by the argument that, inasmuch aa tiie capital 
of the Board has increased from torty thousand dot- 
Jars to a quarter of a million, It can afford tojjive 
five thousand dollars for rhls object. The profits on 
tne sale of boukp for less than a year covered the 
amount. They muse do it; there THIS no help for it, 
and they cau't delay. Interests of 'the most incon- 
ceivable weight are at state. It cannot embarrass 
tho Board. Many a publisher loses four times that 
amount without insolvency. They must have the 
money. Ihe caae must be decldea Boon, and he 
hoped the spirit'of the old Covenanters would be 
aroused, aud they would resist to the very death.any 
such attempt or the State lo control tue Church. 
It vraa voted to make the amount $5,000, aad order 
the Board of Publication to pay it from their funds. 
The report was thsa adopted. 
Some additional reports were made from the Com- 
mittee on Overtures on minor matters of routine, and 
adopted, aa was also a response to the address of 
tbe Bobemian delegation, providing for the sending 
of rep reseu La lives to the Presbyterian Council of 
Bohemia. 
The members then proceeded to ballot on the nom- 
inations fo Gil vacancies on the various boards of 
the Church, 
While the ballot was beingr taten tlie question as 
to rotary elderships was postponed till November 
next. The same course was had in the matter or 
the majority and minority reports of the Committee 
on Supplementing Mulster'M Salaries; also the re- 
port of the eppclal Committee on FreedmeLTs Affairs. 
In fact, everything not acteu upon waa postponed lo 
the adjourned session. 
On a motion of Mr- HENBY DAY to authorize the 
preabyterica to fill ihe vacaucys If any of their dele- 
gates should die or reaign during the recess, quite a 
lengthy and discursive debate ensued, and the 
motion was finally withdrawn. H was aalcea, il a 
delegate had acted contrary to the wisuea of a ma- 
jority of his prerfbytery, could he bi aiaplaccd and 
another elected iu Uw stead V uuu it wua answered 
in the ncjjallve. 


A general vote of thanUs was passed to the Moder- 
ator, to the Christian familicfiwilh which the dele- 
gates iiavfc sojourned for tlielr ho?pitaUtv, to tho 
congregation or the Brlct church aua the Committee 
of Arrangements; and also to the press, for the caie- 
ful and correct manner iu which their proceedings 
were reported. The vote waa taken, rlaiuff, and was 
unanlmouH. Mr. Henry Day responded, on bchrtif of 
the Committee of Arrangements, the minutes of the 
day were read and appiovea, and, with prayers, the 
Assembly adjourned to meet again at Fittsburg on 
the second Wednesday in November uext at eleven 
O'clOCt A. M.

The Synod met this laoroing at nine o'clocK. After 


the ordinary routine business, the Moderator stated 
that he had received a letter from Rev. Nevta Wood- 
side, delegate ot tae Kelormed Presbyterian Synod 
•New School), which had been addressed to this 
Synod one^ year ago, but which did not reach North- 
wood, the place where the Synod met, until after the 
Synod had adjourned. The letter was read and a 
committee appointed to reply. 


The Committee on tne Causes of Fasting and 


Thanksgiving again reported. The paper was still 
unsatisfactory to the Synod, and tue report was or- 
dered back to the committee. 


The committee oa the case of Rev. Mr. XeiU of 


Towa, reported approval of the action of the Iowa 
Presbytery, and the Presbytery was directed to .for- 
bid. "him to preach and administer the ordinances 
except by permission of tue Presbytery. Eis name 
had been omitted from the roll on tae ground that 
his labors are not acceptable to the people. 
Alter recess Kev. B.HcAiLisi-EK, chairman, read 
tae report of the Committee on Missions. This 
recommends — firsc, the speedy occupation, of Killis 
as a new missionary post in Syria; second, authoriz- 
ing the Board to arrange a plaa for co-operation in 
the foreign Held with the Synod of Ireland; third, in 
reference to domestic missions the committee say 
there is not sufl5ctent encouragement for appointing 
a missionary to California. They recommend also 
that the control of tlie missions at the West con- 
tinue with, tho Central Board; that "the relation 
which, our Church has always sustained to the col- 
ored people, In bondage and In freedom, the interest 
now felt and manifested for their welfare by a large 
portioa of the Gaarca, and tae tact that no otner 
opening for mission wort among them, is offered, 
not only forbid any relaxation or effort, imt-oait^or 
greater energy in the prosecution of the work in 
%ashingtou, and that to secure the proseoutioa of 
this work the appointment of a superintend ant is 
necessary. The committee recommend farther the 
annual collection and the transfer of the Indianapo- 
lis mission to the control of the Presby ter,y of Illinois. 
The report was tabled for the present.

Sir Francis Itciul'a Vloirs 0:1 Ihe Alabama 


CI;iiui8-**Za America Itight ia Detlinndiu^ 
Reparation ? 
Sir Francis Head, formerly Governor General of 


Canada, in a two-column letter to the London 
Times ot tUe 21st ultimo calls to mind 
tbe 


course pursued by the Americans in the Ca- 
nadian rebellion of 1837. 
The communications 


exchanged, between Sir Francis and Mr. Marcy, then 
Governor of tho State of New York, are given In full. 
On the 22d ho published another communication, 
with additional letters from Mr. Marcy. A third 
commuulcation,which concludes tno series, was sub- 
sequently publlshoa. The concluding portion of tta 
first letter reads as follows:-— 


The foots and figures for the comparison are 
briefly as follows:— 


On the 4tb of December, 1837. when Mr- McKenzle, 
at tao liead of 600 followers, armed mauy with 
sticks, many with pikes, and the rest with rifles, 
suddenly appeared before Toronto, the populaiion of 
Upper Canada was 450.000, that of the Homo Dis- 
trict, 60,000, that of Toronto 10,000. 


On tne 7th, with great difficulty, he escaped In 
disguise to the United States. On the following day 
I not only issued a proclamation to stop the volun- 
teers who from all directions were floctlnsr towards 
Toronto, but, besides Uie -whole or ihe Queen's 
troops, who previous to the outbreak haa been 
despatched, I placed the Siilltla of seven counties 
at the disposal of Sir .1. Colbornc in tlie Lower Pro- 
vince; and, lastly, HO completely was tlie outbreak 
at an end tliul, nut requiring the assistance of mili- 
tary or oven civil law, I pardoned on tlie day of 
Iheir capture every rebel prisoner brought before 
me, and during my administration (iiil not allow a 
single rebel lo be executed, for Uie reason, 03 I ex- 
pressed it, "that, not requiring the death of a fellow 
creature, I iclt the Angel OT Mercy would be of 
greater service tonic than the Demoii of Ke\ enge, 
and it was so." 


Now, 
It was under these circumstances, and at a 
moment wbcn there v/as nut In. C'pper Canada a 
rebel In arms, that the Governor of the slate of 
New York, on the nf»in of December, as udvlsod by 
Ms AUomey General, reaolved (by abrogating llia't 
solemn treaty between Croat Britain aud the United 
rilate.4, under which, only four nioutlw before, on 
the demand of tlie authorities of hla own state of 
New York, I had loyally delivered up to him an 
American citizen, charged on ciue evidence of hav- 
ing robbed the Bank of Iloclieiter, lu the said State, 
to proclaim on behalf of the United States "neu- 
trality" between two so called "belligerent" forces. 
Tlio one, tho triumphant, merciful power anil peace- 
ful authority of Great Uritaln m Upper Cuna/ia; the 
otlier, a gang of desperadoes (commanded, as will 
be shown, by an American "general"), every one of 
whom had followed him and the fugitive mur- 
derer, Mr. McKenzie, not from Canada, but from 
the territory or the United States to a little unin- 
habited British island in the narrow river Niagara. 
Assembled there, aud waging war under no national 
nag, this isolated gang, by tne lawa of nations, wero 
pirates—the enemies of mankind in general and 
especially of tho United titatcs, whose eensltive 
honor they had insulted by having, aa will be proved 
to you. forcibly captured twenty-two pieces of their 
government artillery, aa well as uiauy thousands of 
their muskets. 
Instead, however, or avenging they condoned Ihla 
Insult, and, allowing their cannon to fire for a fort- 
night on the Canadian poopio (Including myself) 
tliree ot -whom they killed, the Uowrhor of the great 
and highly civilized Slato of New York, against my 
earnest remonstrance, insisted and persisted in as- 


gang. Increased or them to upwards of l.ooo, lood, 
powder, shot and ball cartridges, the three latter 
taken from the government arsenals. Now I beg 
leave to ask the people or tue United Stated to con- 
older and declare whether such conduct accords 
with the doctrine expounded in Mr. Snnmer's speech 
to their Senate, a* follows:—

Mr. Forsier, member or Parliament for Bradford, 


appeared before tis constituents on the 20ta ult. at 
a public meeting, ana in the coarse of his snesch de- 
livered on the occasion be alluded to the position of 
Mr. Sumner on the Alabama claims. The following 
is a. synopsis of Mr. Forster'3 address:— 


TUe right honorable gentleman next alluded to 
the American question, especially referring to Sum- 
ner's speech. England had reit a warm interest ia

America, there was no war at sea; but remember the.

them also consider that the North themselves, br 
tbe blockade of ports in the South, recognized tho 
existence or war with the South. The Southern 
confederacy 
ran their vessels ont of port, 
and time alter time

A benevolent and conscientioua Englishman, 


said to have been a member of Parliament for- 
merly, who holds a United Slates six per cent 
bond, has returned to our Treasury Depart- 
ment the bond wilu accrued interest for the 
purpose of having the interest reduced to three 
per cent. He considers six per cent too high, 
that three per cent ia enough, and acts, there- 
fore, from a sense of justice. 
In. a second 


letter to Secretary Bontwell he reiterates his 
conviction that our government ought not to 
pay more than three per cent. It may be said 
that Ibis is an extraordinary freak of an eccen- 
tric individual and is of no importance in 
ilsclf. In TTiioIimjrton, where reduced money 
rates, a low rate of interest or conscientious 
restitution are very seldom lieard of or made, 
the British gentleman is already classed as a 
Itumtie, or at least a monomaniac, owing to 
Ms action In this instance, and his assertion 
that a lower rate of interest for money 
should be 'nfused in aU civilized countries. 
TThoeror he may be, we do not suppose 
he attached any Importance to the trilling 
amount to be saved to our govejlunent by the 
conversion of his sis per cent bond to a three 
per cent security; but he was desirous, no 
doubt, of stimulating public attention to a 
great subject ia 
connection with national 


finances. But, whatever may have beon his 
motive, hia act has brought before us a ques- 
tion that sooner or later will demand a 
solution. 


This gentleman epeaki of six per cent, but, 


in fact, our debt bears nearer nine per cent 
vihen measured by tho currency of the country, 
which is the measure of all values and trans- 
actions. 
Six per cent in gold is near eight 


and a half per cent in currency at the present 
market price of gold. That ia really the in- 
terest we are paying on. the debt. It would 
bankrupt and ruin any other government in 
tho world. 
England, with aft her resources 


and accumulated capital, could not stand it. 
If our wealth, resources and progress be so 
great that we submit to the burden at present, 
tha time will soon come when the people must 
revolt at the enormous weight of taxation re- 
quired to meet such sxccssive iutereat on a 
vast debt in addilion to the cnrrent expenses 
of government. 
It is mouaUow that the peo- 


ple should have to pay eight to nine per cent 
interest on the debt. In many States this rate 
in considered usurious and ruinous, and laws 
are enacted" against such usury. Strange to 
say, too, ttittt the Treasury Department, under 
the late administration, did all it could to in- 
crease this burden by converting tho debt- 
bearing currency and no interest into the gold 
intorcst-bearing debt. 
The whole policy was 


in favor of tho bondholding creditors nnd 
against the people, who are the debtors. It is 
this which has made the debt far heavier than 
at any period since it was created. 
The wol- 


fure of the country — the interests of tho mas<! 
of the people, — requires Uiat by some means or 


| o'Jier the rate of interest on the debt should be 
( 


reduced. 


Bui thcic atv other and great evils 


from the present high rata besides the burden 
of taxation. It governs in a great measure 
the interest of money generally and makes it 
rery dear. Cheap money is the life-giving 
stream to commerce, trade and enterprise. 
Dear money causes stagnation to business and 
places a country at the mercy of foreign capi- 
talists. 
It drains to other countries where 


money is cheap and abundant aU the profits of 
industry. 
Instead of capital beiag invested in 


manufactures, agriculture and improvements 
generally it is put into government securities; 
for who will take any risk, or even trouble, 
about business when he can get eight or nine 
per cent on money put into United States 
bonds, which give him no trouble and are ex- 
empt from taxation. Then it fosters the -wild- 
est speculation in Wall street and at other 
money centres. It is, as we see by daily expe- 
rience, an enormous pool for stock gambling, 
whereas, if the interest on the debt were low 
people of surplus means oaly would make a 
permanent investment in it, as they do in the 
threa per cent consols of England. If the 
present state of things continues She most fatal 
consequences will follow, for the rich will be- 
come richer and the poor poorer from year to 
year. One of the first things, therefore, that 
Congress should do is to reorganize the whole 
deTjt at a much lower rate of interest, and thus 
to relieve the people of a portion of their bur- 
dens and to make money cheaper. In the 
end this will prove equally as advantageous to 
the bondholders as to the public. At any rate 
the first consideration in this matter is the wel- 
fare of the community at large.

It is now some days since we were made 


aware of the fact that the Irish Disestablish- 
ment and Disendov.'iaent bill had been fully 
discussed in a committee of the House of Com- 
mons and been endorsed by a large majority. 
We called attention to the fact at the time, 
aacl stated that the bill was now virtually 
before the Lords. Some little delay hasta^ea 
place in reporting the bill from committee for 
the final action of the House. In the Com- 
mons on Monday evening the bill, almost un- 
changed in passing through the House, was 
brought up for the third and fiaal reading. 
After a debate, which seems to have been more 
tedious than interesting, tiie bill, in a House 
more than usually tall, was carried by a ma- 
jority of one hundred and fourteen. 


It is but on rare occasions that the Com- 


mons speak with so much emphasis and with so 
much unanimity. As we have said before, the 
bffl is changed in no essential feature. 
It has 


'passed through the House of Commons in 
much the s'aiae shape in which it entered it. 
Ia this matter Mr. Gladstone has had almost 
unexampled success. The success is largely 
dua to Mr. Gladstone himself. His mastery 
of detail, liis clearness of statement, his 
faculty for disentangling what to most minds 
might seem hopelessly involved, have ftever 
been so conspicuously revealed. It is not to 
be denied, however, that the success is also due 
to the unanimity which has characterized the 
entire liberal party on this great giieation of 
reform from first to last. For the present the 
Commons are done with It. Their work is 
done and well done. The bill will now with- 
out delay be brought before tho Lords. How 
will the Lords deal with it ? This question is 
easily answered. 
The Lords like not the bill.

:orts of Mexico to the Cuban flag, by special 
decree of President Juarez, and the last mail 
ro:n South America brings tho intelligence 
!iat Peru has formally recognized the new 
republic. Chile, it is stated, will do the same, 
and we may reasonably expect that all the 
sister republics of America will follow at an 
early day. 
They all have a feeling towards 


Spain similar, but far more intense, to that 
which animated the people of the United States 
towards Great Britain during the first gene- 
ration after jour war of independence. That 
feeling was not satisfied until It culminated in 
our second war with England in 1832, and a 
like result is evident in all the South American 
colonies. In fact, war exists to-day between 
Pera and Spain, the trace between the bellige- 
renfs having been extended to ennble peace 
to be restored through, the good oBioes of our 
:overnment. 
In addition to the request for recognition 


the Cuban envoy ia Peru has asked for a loan 
of the two monitors recently purchased in this 
country, and one of which was examined by 
some of the republican officials during a short 
visit to the Bay of Nipe, in Cuba. The spirit 
which animates the Cuban government, and 
which will produce fruit in some if not in 
many of the thousand ports of the sister re- 
publics, will bs eesn in an extract from a 
private letter written by General Quesada to 
a aaval officer in this city, wljich we publish 
to-day in another column. Tae writer of that 
letter holds the important position of Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the patriot forces, and it 
will be seen that he looks forward to combina-

We have reason to remember with especial

It did not fail us in all the trying 
ordeal of our late Southern rebellion, when 
England and France were with tlio enemy, and 
would have joined him for our destruction b;if 
for their distrust of each other. 
Through all 


this severe trial Russia remained our un- 
shaken friond, and we know, therefore, the 
value of the renewal at this day by the Czar 
of his desire for the maintenance of these tin- 
broken relations of mutual confidence and 
good will. H!s congratulations to General 
Grant, we know, involve an expression of 
satisfaction at the preservation and expansion 
of the great republic of the West from the 
great and expanding empire of the Eastern 
hemisphere. 
The sagacious Emparor sees 


shores of Asia the United States will not stand 
in his way, and that against the intrigues of 
the Western Powers American anil Rnsssan 
enterprise uiay jointly secure 
and 
har- 


moniously sbare a commercial and diplo- 
matic ascendancy in China and Japan, and 
that toward these great objects the Burlin- 
gtuns Embassy lias already opened the door.

Spanish ships are no ex- 
ception to the laws which govern commercial 
transactions, and intercourse between Cuba 
and Spain would find a refuge only in power- 
ful ships of war or under a neutral flag. We 
should See a return of the condition of affairs 
iu 1830, when the complete disappearance of 
the Spanish flag froni the ocean mar-ked the 
era of greatest decay in tho monarchy. 


With the state of feeling which the Cub\n 


revolution hjia Brought out ijj all the Spanish- 
Americaii republics we suafl not foe surprised 
to see all their ports opened to Cuban cruisers 
and their prizes—a measure which, of itself 
would give a great impulse to the war against 
Spain, both on the part of Cuba and Peru; 
and a rupture of the peace negotiations 
between the latter Power and Spain would be 
BO very difficult matter to accomplish. 
The 


vital point ia the question would ba the atti- 
tude which the United States might assume. 
If Mr. Secretary Fish should, determine to 
carry hia Interpretation of our absurd neu- 
trality laws to the extent of trying to suppress 
American sympathizers with free Cuba we 
might find ourselves la an anomalous position. 
6ne of these anomalies would ba the fact now 
before us. 
Spain is building to-day thirty 


steam gunboats in our shipyards, and we 
could not refuse the same privilege to any of 
tho sister republics that might ask it. But 
should it be denied by Mr. Fish there can be 


way to put cruisers OB tho ocean against Spain 
if there were proflt in it and nafbOFg to use, 
and we should und our government antf bur 
citizens engaged in a very strange conflict 
with each other. 
These and similar embar- 


rassments are destined to spring up continu- 
ally as the Cuban question grows—and it -will 
gro-w, for it is tho living question among tiie 
nations oi the New World to-day. 


The complication opens a field of vast extent 


lor a truly American statesman, and we hope 
to see some one occupy it. 
With nil her 


curious crotchets about and against 11*5, we 
owe a debt to Spain that it would well become 
us to repay to her to-day in the hour of need of 
her new and freedom-impelled movement. 
Slio was one of the first of tlio nations of 
Europe to recognize our independence iu days

The scene or tne operations was extended 
from the Republican and Solomon rivers to she end of 
the Kansas Pacific Railroad. Tho settlements in that 
part of the Stat e are scat tered very re ueh ana exposed. 
General SchofieUi has a small number of troops at 
his disposal and is making the best iue he cai» of 
them. Governor Earney has organised two coiana- 
ules of scouts, to whom Genera! Schofleld furnished 
arms. Four United States surveying parties are out 
without military 
protection—two north of Fort 


Hays, one between Forts nays ana Lamed and one 
sixty niiiea west of Fort Hays. Thu is tha most es- 
posed part of the state and fears are felt for the 
safety of the surveyors.

At Forts 
Laramie ana Fetterman strict non-interoonrsa with 
the traders is enforced by the officers. It Is the 
intention or the government to compel all the 
Indiana desirous of trading to move on their reser- 
vations. 


A despatch from TopeSa, Kansas, says the Sheriff 


of Saline connty reports thirteen persons, men, 
women and children, killed in that county by the 
Indians, and as many more are supposed to have 
oeen carried oa*. They suffer worse than death. 
The settlers in Saline county are eommg eastward 
lor protection.

day:— On Saturday morning last, about seven o'clock, 
Sheriff o. S. Colgrove, of Jonea county, while on bis 
way from hia residence to Trenton, about three 
miles distant, -was flretl upon and instantly Jellied by 
persons concealed in the busnes. A negro, who 
was mounted behind the Sherlirs carriage, was also 
mortally wounded, and Is slnco dead. This assassin- 
ation la universally condemned by tho people; bat 
in consequence of it a number or negroes have bo en 
armed as militia and, n^dsr authority of law, are 
committing outrages of the most atrocious aaturo. 
A stale of aisalrs similar to that of Arkansas re- 
cently exists. 
Th« nesroes are said to have been 
Instructed by a member of tho Legislature and ona 
of liolden's detectives "to shoot every suspicious 
looking person they meet." This detective Is report- 
ed to have said, "Two-thirds or Jonea county shall be 
lain wasto" because of the assassination of tho 
Sheriff. In the surrounding country Colgrove had 
the reputation of being a moflt desperate character, 
being guilty of several heinous crimes. As Socritl,

George n. Burr," in a neat, legible hand. Tae photo- 
raph of the young man, on which is written tue

Burr, 
represents a

mustache aad curling hair— probably the iaeal 
of taany foolish 
girls until his 
falsity

trayed them. The other picture is that of a 
little girl, quite lively tiie sister of the deceased, as

Two of the letters are addressed to "Sly dear, dear

An answer to the first letter written by Burr must 
have been, received by him.

The elopement took place about two weeks 
aco. aud about a week since Superintendent of 
Police Kennedy received a letter from the father of 
the young girl, informing him of the flight, aud, Rs 
ne had reason to believe they had come to Chicago.

Accompanying the letter of the fatbi-r to Superin- 
tendent Kennedy is u ptiolouraph of his daughter. 
lo represcat-s a beautiful young girl, eighteen or
